GUY LOMBARDO and his Royal Canadians one of radio's most popular dance orchestras . . . Guy, the leader 
and violinist, is twenty-seven years old . was born in London, Ontario . received a most thorough musical training 
from his father . . . his brother, Carmen, is twenty-six years old, plays the saxophone and sings all the crooning choruses of 
songs and has written several song successes inc luding “Coquette” and “Sweethearts On Parade”... the brothers, with 
Fritz Kreitzer at the piano, made their debut about eleven years ago . they furnished music for the Mothers’ Club of 
London . . . these early performances were the beginning of a new trend in popular melodies and marked the start of the 
Royal Canadians . . . encouraged and influenced by the teaching of their father, they enlarged the orchestra, drafting another 
brother, Lebert, now twenty-four years old, who started as a drummer but is now heard on the trumpet . . . a few more 
musicians were added from time to time until there were ten in all and, of this number, nine are still members of the orchestra 
_. , aftera tour of Canada, Guy brought his orchestra to the United States fora six months vaudeville engagement . . . they 
located in Cleveland and broadcast over station W.T.A.M. . . their slow tempo made quite a hit with radio fans and soon 
offers were being made by phonograph companies . two of the leading companies sent apparatus to Cleveland to make 
records but, after listening to the dreamy tempo, they became afraid that it wouldn't appeal to record buyers . . . suggestions 
were made to the orchestra to increase their tempo but this they would not do . their radio popularity continued and after 
four years in Cleveland they accepted an offer from the Granada Cafe in Chicago . . . they broadcast over station W.B.B.M. 

their success was so marked that the phonograph companies were only too happy to record the Lombardo rhythm . . . 
aftera tour of the United States, they returned to ( Yanada to play at the King Edward Hotel in Toronto . Guy has always 
been anxious for an extended visit in the east and this desire was gratified when the Hotel Roosevelt in New York booked 
the Royal Canadians . just a short time ago another brother arrived to join the orchestra, Victor, who is nineteen years 
old and plays a saxophone _ the orchestra is a feature of the Columbia Broadcasting System and broadcasts during the
